home and tried to butcher him, his 
wife and children. 
Whooping and 


yelling the Indian band, the most of 
whom appeared to be in a state of 
drunken frenzy, rode up to the house 
late in the evening and made demon- 
strations of so hostile a nature that 
it was apparent to Bertram that they 
were bent on masacre. 


The redskins withdrew to gather 


material to burn the house and Ber- 
tram mounted his family, on horse- 
Tjack and started towards 
Bristow; 


The Indians followed but the set- 
tler and his family got into Bristow 
ahead of them.

Judge Gibbons Arraigns the Illinois 


Law»—Wants a Radical 


Change Made. 


Chicago, 111., Jan. 28.—"The law of 


marriage and divorce as it prevails 
here is nothing more or less than le- 
galized concubinage. 
I am not an a- 


larmist, but I do say that our present 
divorce law iflust necessarily result 
in the debasement of public morals. 
I should amend the law so as to per- 
mit absolute divorces only for infi- 
delity and impotency." 


This is the recommendation 
of 


Judge John Gibbons, made in a letter 
to Chief Justice Boggs of the Supreme 
court of the state, which he made pub- 
lic today. 
The judge urging the en- 


actment of a new law, writes further: 
. "It is the mecca p|..all the mismated 
portion of the human family to seek 
solace in free love. 
If. a man becomes 


dissatisfied with is wife, or a wife 
prefer another to her husband, he or 
she applies .for a divorce without 
much danger of oits being refused. If 
the legislature should not be able to 
go as far as I suggest, it ought to be 
•made a misdemeanor for the guilty 
party to remarry either in this state 
or elsewhere within a certain number 
of years of the granting of the di- 
vorse."

Instruction Up Through the Eighth 
Grade—They Are Clever in Man- 
ual 
Training But Seem Deficient 


in Mathematics. 


'Supt. Ross has returned from 
a 


week spent in the northern part of 
the state on educational business in- 
tent. He devoted one day to 
the 


Oneida government school, a 
few 


miles west of Green Bay,- where 200 
Indian children are fed, clothed and 
educated, Uncle Sam paying the bill. 


The school is graded like others. 


When the eighth grade is passed the 
graduate is sent to the Carlisle school 
in Pennsylvania 
where 
the 
high 


school finish is added. 


Mr. Ross visited first the kinder- 


garten. 
Here fifty small, undiluted 


Americans marched-in to music, sang 
a little song ana in reverent attitude 
repeated the Lord's prayer. 
They 


then dispersed to their various tasks 
and showed quite as much manual 
dexterity as children of the Caucas- 
ian stock. 


Throughout the grades the skill of 


the children in hand work was plainly 
seen, but in the realm of pure reas- 
on, like 
mathematics, 
they 
fall 


short. 
The school includes a well 


equipped manual training department 
where excellent results are accom- 
plished. 
One-half day is given to 


study and the other to work. 


The girls are taught cooking, house- 


keeping and sewing, and the more 
advanced pupils 
make 
their 
own 


gowns under competent supervision. 
They are well dressed, well 
man- 


nered 
and 
undoubtedly contented. 


They are bright looking, healthy chil-' 
dren, but not possessed.- of a high 
grade of physical beauty according to 
white standards. 


The school was established eight 


penty- 


three subordinates, and the daily rout- 
ine is conducted with no more fric- 
tion than in any institution where so 
many interests are conserved. 
One 


of the teachers is a Carlisle graduate 
and is a very competent, refined and 
intelligent young woman: 
Of the 


200 pupils, 198 are of the pure stock, 
one is of mixed parentage, and the 
one white child is the son of a section- 
foreman. 


Supt. Ross inquired into the ques- 


tion of discipline and learned that or- 
der was maintained with probably 
less effort than in the average city 
school. 
When the children Prst en- 


ter the restraint 
and the regular 


hours make them homesick and occas- 
onally they run away'. 


Then, of course, 
they 
must be 


brought back, but no coercion is nec- 
essary. 
The parents are easily made 


:o understand the immense advantage 
to their children of school training, 
and 
very 
frequently 
accompany 


them back. 
They soon become ac- 


customed to the changed conditions 
and learn to love their school home. 


Some of the officers of the institu- 


tion are full blood Indians, but. their 
work is equal to that of their fairer 
co-laborers. 
Two of them impressed 


Mr. Ross with their unusual ability 
and general intelligence. 
One 
in 


particular had a facility of expression 
and a vocabulary not orten found in 
the possession of the cultivated white 
man. 


On the reservation, which extends 


to within a few miles of Green Bay, 
are 2,000 Indians, with ninety acres 
assigned to each man. 
They have 


good houses and barns, their fields 
tiave a cultivated look, and. while they 
might be distanced by our more pro- 
gressive scientific farmers, they could 
easily hold their own with our second 
best class.

tion is. They seem to attach 
more 


importance to Greek roots and Latin

PLANTS EAT INSECTS. 


V«nni' Fly-Trap Discriminate* Between 


Animal and Other Matter. 


• A few insecting eating plants -have 
been gathered- from the swamp lauds ot 
North Carolina and California, and 
others have 'been sent from India, Aus- 
tralia and Madagascar. Perhaps the 
•best known of the grottp is Venus' Fly 
Trap, The leaves vary from one to 
six inches long, and at the extremities 
are placed two blades or claspers. 
On 


the inner walls of these claspers there 
are six irritable hairs,any one of which 
receiving the slightest touch from an 
insect is -sufficient to bring the two 
blades together with such rapidity as 
to preclude any possibility of the fly 
escaping. 
A correct idea of how the 


trap closes on its victim may be ob- 
tained by bringing the two hands rap- 
idly together, the fingers of one being 
firmly 'pressed between those of the 
other. This plant readily discriminates 
between animal and other matter; this, 
If a small stone or piece of wood be 
dropped into the trap it will instantly 
close, but as soon as it has found out 
its mistake, and it only takes a few 
minutes, it begins to unfold Its trap, 
and the piece of wood or stone falls 
out. On the other hand, should a piece 
of :beef or a -blue 'bottle fly be plaoed in 
it, 'it will remain firmly closed until 
every piece of organic matter is ab- 
sorbed through the leaf. 
It will -then 


unfold itself, and is ready for another 
meal.

JfeTT» and Discoveries of Interest 


Abont tlie Magic Current. 


George Anderson, a Scotchman, has 


recently patented in this country a 
method of sotting diamonds or other 
precious stones by electricity. 


A Gorman savant insists that, bar- 


ring accidents, the exact duration of 
any person's life can be determined by 
means of the X rays. 
.To an already long list of names of 
electrical units, tunny of them not in 
uso except by the bypertechnical, two 
more have been added by the Paris 
electrical congress—the "gauss" for tho 
unit of magnetic field intensity and tho 
"maxwell" for the unit of magnetic 
flux. 


A Russian medical man has decided 


that tho electric light is least Injurious 
to the eyes. lie says that the oftcucr. 
the lids are closed the greater tbo fa- 
tigue aud consequent injury.

This wheel has a number o£ 
wires diametrically attached to it ami 
is surrounded by a coil through which 
passes the current to bo measured. The 
rapidity of the oscillation of the bal- 
ance wheel to a certain extent is pro- 
portional to the current. 
Should an 


extra powerful current happen to trav- 
erse the coil or should tho current be 
suddenly increased 
In voltage, aux- 


iliary devices are provided to prevent 
the balance wheel when near the cen- 
tral position remaining stationary nt 
that point.

Strike Jnnnrance In j^nntrln. 


A number of Austrian manufacturers 


have recently formed an association 
for insurance against strikes, says a. 
United Slates consul. It IK the object 
of the association to indemnify its sev- 
eral members for all losses sustained 
by them from unjust strikes which 
may break out in their respective es- 
tablishments, whether voluntary, sym- 
pathetic or forced. Each member is to 
pay a weekly premium .equal to from 
3 to .4 per cent 
of 
tlie 
amount 


of his pay roll. The indemnity to be 
paid to bini in case of a strike is to be, 
tentatively, 50 per cent of tlie wages 
paid to his employees for the week next 
preceding tlie suspension of work. It 
is provided, however, that no indem- 
nity shall be paid if a. committee of 
confidoutial agents appointed by the as- 
sociation shall, after a full investiga- 
tion of all tho circumstances, find the 
strike a justifiable one. 


It is worthy of note tb.it a report 


upon nnd discussion of the subject "In- 
surance Against Strikes" formed a 
prominent5 feature of the- programme 
of the national convention of Austrian 
manufacturers. 


It appears that this movement of in- 


dustrial employers is not: confined to 
Austria. It is reported thnt a similar 
Insurance association, though on n 
smaller scale, has been organized in 
Leipsle. Both the Austrian and Ger- 
man associations, It appears, recognize 
in principle the justness of strikes, 
which is, at least in this country, an 
important concession to labor. Whether 
this recognition will have any practical 
result remains for the present a matter 
of conjecture.—Scientific American. 


Production of Fuller'* Enrth. 


The production of fuller's earth in 


the United States has Increased greatly 
in the last five years, though recently It 
has shown a decline owing to large im- 
portations of the English material, 
which is preferred for filtering cotton- 
seed aud lard oils. The chief source 
of the material in the United States is 
Qu'inoy, Florida, though deposits have 
been found in New York, Colorado and 
Utah, as well as one of a promising na- 
ture in South Dakota, which furnishes 
almost an exact duplicate of the Eng- 
lish earth. 
Tlie American product is 


largely used ns a substitute for bone- 
black in the filtering of mineral oils. 
As the cottonseed oil business is grow- 
ing rapidly there promises to be a 
large demand for the English earth and 
naturally for such of the domestic 
material as comes up to the standard.— 
Is'ew York Evening Post.

In the states in which women vote 


for presidential electors the returns 
show a largely Increased balloting on 
their part. Iu The Woman's Journal 
Mrs. Chapman Catt gives Instructive 
statistics from the states Iu which wo- 
man suffrage amendments have been 
twice defeated. In Kansas the vote in 
favor has increased from !),100 to 05,- 
802. In Washington a majority against 
It of 10,380 a few years ago dropped to 
0,882'in 3808. South Dakota iu 1SOO de- 
feated the measure by 23,010; iu 1SOS 
by only 3,285. In 1SS-4 Oregon went 
against by Ifi.ODS; this year by only 
2,033. In Oregon the negative votes 
were this year within a very small tig-' 
urc of what they were in 1S84, showing 
that-the;old hunkers who voted against 
then still live and slumber, but the in- 
creased vote of the state is very largely 
on tlie side of woman's citizenship. 
This1 favorable growth, it Is to be re- 
membered, Is in the Immediate vicinity 
of the states where women now have 
full suffrage. L,ook out next time!
